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AN ACT

To amend chapter 252, RSMo, by adding thereto one new section relating to hunting

and fishing.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, as follows:

Section A. Chapter 252, RSMo, is amended by adding thereto one new

2 section, to be known as section 252.035, to read as follows:

252.035. 1. Any Missouri resident who owns, or who resides on

2 and leases, at least five or more contiguous acres in the state of

3 Missouri shall not be required to obtain a permit from the conservation

4 commission to hunt, trap, or fish on such property except as provided

5 in subsection 2 of this section.

6 2. Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection 1 of this section,

7 the conservation commission may require such a landowner or lessee

8 to obtain a permit for certain types of hunting, trapping, or fishing;

9 however, any such required permit shall be made available to the

10 landowner or lessee at no charge.

11 3. The privileges extended under this section to a landowner or

12 lessee shall also apply to any member of the immediate household

13 whose legal residence or domicile is the same as the landowner or

14 lessee for at least the previous thirty days.

15 4. Nothing in this section shall be construed as to allow the

16 taking of wildlife that is otherwise prohibited by law.
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
